T WJS ODE OF THE BEST INSTITUTES 


After a most pleasant week of instruc- 


Jon and entertainment, the teachers of 
>he public schools of Adams county are 
lard at tbe tasks of the school room. In 
the sessions of the Forty-eighth Annual 
Teachers' Institute last week there was 
much that was profitable and entertain- 
ng, and many good suggestions that will 
find their way into practice. 


Rev. Dr. T. J. Barkley conducted the 


Devotional Exercises at the opening ses- 
sion of the Teachers' Institute last 
Wednesday morning. 


The report of tbe Committee on a 


Beading Course was then called for and 
Professor W. I. Book, principal of the 
public schools of Gettysburg responded 
with an excellent report. The commit- 
tee reported that three books bad been 
selected to be read by the teachers dur- 
ng the coming year. 
They were: 


"Tbe History of Education," by Pro- 


lessor Kent and edited by Dr. Brum. 
>augb, one of tbe instructors of the in- 
stitute. 


The Great American Education," by 


Dr. A. E. Wlnship. 


Shakespeare's Macbeth or Longfel- 


ow's Evangeline. 


Three school papers were recom- 


mended to the teachers, Primary Jidu,- 
cation, .Modern Methods, and The Nor- 
nal Instructor. 
These were recom- 


mended and not laid down in tbe course 
as absolutely necessary. 


By a vote, tbe report of tbe committee 


was accepted. 
County Superintendent 


3,oth made a few remarks endorsing tbe 
selection of tbe committee and anuounc- 
ng that tbe teachers' examinations ao 
far as he was concerned would be made 
from the book by Prof. Kent and Dr. 
bruinbangb, "The History of Eduea- 
.ion." Inasmuch as many of the teii'jh- 
eis had read and studied Evangeline, 
;he County Superintendent suggested 
that the reading of Macbeth would prob- 
ably be the most profitable. 


Superintendent Roth then introduced 


Mrs. Helen Keith, of this place, who 
brought the greetings of the Women's 
Ihrmtian Temperance Union to the in- 
stitute. Mrs. Keith gave a cordial invi- 
;ation to the teachers to become mem- 
bers of the W. C. T. U., making an 
earnest plea tbat the teacbers strike 
larder than ever against the liquor 
traflic. She was especially earnest in 
urging the teacbers to do all in tbeir 
)ower to induce the boys uot to smoke 
Cigarettes. Mrs. Keith's remarks were 
given respectful and earnest attention by 
lie teacbers. Later in tbe morning, Dr. 
Brumbaugh referred to the address com- 
mending tbe remarks she bad m»£cv 


"Jack Homer's Philosophy." 


"Everybody knows him," said Dr. 


Brumbaugh, "Jack Homer, the healthy 
young English lad who sat in the corner 
eating his Christmas pie. How he put 
u his thumb and pulled out a plun and 
said 'what a good boy am I.' " 


Now Jack Homer was a type of thou- 


sands of other boys. He got tbe thing 
be was after and called it good. Boys 
and girls as a rule come to tbmk they are 
good when they accomplish something, 
and that they are bad when they fail. 
The youngster who stubs liia toe on the 
stone calls it a bad stone; picks it up 
and throws it away. Tbe code of tbe 
child and of grown-ups as well Is to 
blame the object for tbe wrong, just as 
tbe boy wbo eats a green apple blames 
the apple when be should blame himself 
for getting on tbe outside of' it. Jack 
Homer's creed is tbat failure is ethically 
bad and that success is ethically good. 


Many of us still live by tbat creed. 


Men do not hesitate to use bad and dis- 
honest methods, and if they are success- 
ful in attaining their ends they call it 
good. If it succeeds it is a good thing in 
the mind of the man who accomplishes 
the act. There is no more difficult thing 
to teach a boy than tbat it is not the 
things tbat are pleasant but the things 
tbat are right that are good. 


Dr. Brumbaugh discouraged the use of 


mottoes, saying that before we teach tbe 
good we must instill in tbe boy a feeling 
and a strong desire for the right. Have 
you ever taught your children to honor 
age, tbeir parents and all grown persons? 
Dr. Brumbaugh quoted the rules tbat 
had been given his father by a school 
director when he started to teach school 


'•For failure to make your manners to 


tbe teacher when you enter the school 
In the morning and when you leave in 
the evening, six lashes." 


"For failure to make your manners to 


a stranger whom you meet In going to 
or coming from school, ten lashes. 


It was an old rule of respect to elders, 


to those in authority and to tbe stranger 
tbat would seem out of place nowadays. 


It waa a hard rule tbat taught the 


children tbat grown people have certain 
rights that children must defer to. Then 
Dr. Brumbaugh asked whether it is 
always right for a child to respect bis 
elders; is it always right to tell the 
truth ? Is it ever right to tell a lie f Is it 
ever right to do wrong ? These ques- 
tions were asked separately and a story 
told after each one, leaving the teacbers 
to decide for themselves, seeming contra- 
dictory questions of right and wrong.

"Fads In Education." 


Dr. Hulley occupied the last period of 


.he morning in a discussion of "Fads in 
Education." 
He took up especially 


ads in the teaching of physiology, na- 
ure and art studies. He said that fads 
were a good thing bul that they have 
>een much overdone so that the mind 
if the child is often filled with a con- 
glomerate mass of nonsense. 


Wednesday Afternoon. 


TUP first period on Wednesday after- 


noon was devoted to inatruction in music 
by Professor Kurtz. 


Dr. Hulley gave one of the most enjoy- 


able talks of the institute, "Eugene 
Field and the Children," He sketched 
he early life of Field. How he was born 
n St. Louis in 1850, thn son of the first 
awyer in the Dred Scstt case. How 
when bis parents died be was taken to 
aise by Maiy French Field, an aunt, 
iviug in a Massachusetts town. 
His 


grandmother tried hard to make a min- 
ster of him but got no further than to 
pay him ten cents tor every sermon he 
wrote and five dollars for committing 
he ten commandments to memory. 
Field has given hia readers a glimpse 


of hia grandmother, in his delightful 
loem, " 'Jes 'Fore Christmas." 


Before he became of age he had at- 
ecded several colleges and his exper- 
ence was summed up in a letter to a 
riend, when he wrote, "While in col- 
ege my health was very poor and so waa 
he health of the college." Coming of 
age he inherited $00,000, then choosing a 
boon companion he went to Europe and 
n two years had spent every cent o£ the 
ortune, "but we had a glorious time," 
he said.

wo Bides, the earning and the spending. 
When he found that hia money waa all, 
FieM went to work on a Chicago paper 
and later went to Denver. 


It waa while he was employed by the 


Denver Ifcm, that he wrote a poem that 
waa quickly copied by the newspapers 
_.. over the United States and at once 
gave ;him a national fame. It was the 
Kjem about, 


"A little peach, In tlie orctuud grew, 
Warmed by the SHU and wel l>y the arv. 


Everyone knows the fate of Johnnie 
Jones and his sister Sue, "wheu John 
took a bile and Sue took two." 


Then the newspapers began to ask for 


his copy and with his fame, dollars be- 
„__ to roll into hia pockets. Then he 
married a sister of the man who had 
lelped him spend hia money in Europe. 
•le built a beautiful home in the suburbs 
of Chicago and called it "The Sabine 
Farm," on account of his love tor the 
writings of the Latin poet Hoiace. Dur- 
ng the two years m Europe he had col- 
ecled a fine collection of books concern- 
ng tbe Latin poet and other relics of in- 
.erest. 


One autumn morning when Field was 


in bis -15th year, he turned to his wife, 
and pointing to the foliage turning to 
gold, said to her, "This Is the dying 
;ime of the year." That night a clot of 
blood in the heart of tbe poet of child- 
hood took him away, the neighbors said, 
to be with his "Little Boy Blue." 


His child heart shone through his 


whole life in everything tbat be wrote. 
His appreciation of childhood won for 
dim honor and fame during the last six 
years of bis life. 
His "Love songs o) 


Jbildhood" have given him apermanent 
place in our literature, 


Andrew Lang says tbat Eugene Field 


wrote the finest lullably in the English 
language, "Winkin, Blinkin and Nod.': 
Talk abont better literature for children 
Let us give them something that they 
can understand. 


Dr. Hnlley's talk was interspersed 


with recitations ot poems of Eugene 
Field in which he brought ont the qual 
ity in them that reaches the child heart 
His talk was thoroughly enjoyed am 
gave the teachers a finer appreciation of 
the poet's writings than they had before 


Pennsylvania History 


If Adams county teachers do not take 


a deeper interest in the history of tbeii 
great Commonwealth, after Dr. Brum 
bangh'n addressjm Wednesday after 
noon, it will be a wonder. He made a 
vigorous plea for the study of the history 
of tbe State, saying tbat it is a fact much 
to be regretted that it Is tbe things tha 
are far away that interest us and not the 
Interesting things near at hand. H 
said with some truth tbat people in Get 
tysbnrg and Adams county probably 
know less about the great toattlefiel 
here than they would if it were five bun 
dred miles away and across a mountain 


Dr. Brumbaugh said that he regrettee 


that we have no State song. The de 
scendents of the Quakers, Pennsylvani 
Germans and the Scotch-Irish have al 
lowed two centuries to pass without om 
of them framing a song tbat has distinct 
ively state flavor and tone. In Porte 
Eico, when the American flag went u 
over tbe schools of the Island tbe cbil 
dreu sang a Porto Ricau song that hac 
been suppressed by the Spaniards fo 
one hundred years. 


"We ire allPennsylvanians and proui 


of our great Commonwealth, bnt I tea 
that there is a marvellous lack of knowl 
edge concerning our State. We know 
tbe history of Massachusetts better thai 
we do the history of the colony tha 
William Penn founded. William Pen 
was the grandest character tbat baa eve 
loomed up in this State." 


Dr. Brumbaugh then told of, the efforts 


by the Pennsylvania Legislature undo 
tbe administration of Governor Hoyt tc 
have the remains of William Penn re 
moved from tbe neglected grave yard in 
England, where they now lie, and t 
have them Interred in the court of th 
city hall, Philadelphia. This was pre 
vented by an old Quaker, Eichard Little- 


oy, who refused to see the emissary sent 
o England by the State of Pennsylvania, 
Dr. Brumbaugh said that it was not 
enerally known that among the early 
ettlers who came from Europe to Amer- 
ca, three were of the nobility, and tbat 
leae three have left tbelr impress on 
'ennsylvania, particularly. They were 
ount Zinzendorff, a Moravian mission- 
ry, who founded Bethlehem; Baron 
fonSleigel, a German, who settled near 
he present site of Mauheim, who built 
le first gla?s works ever established in 
imerica, and who died in poverty; 
iount GalhUin, who established the llrst 
mission among the Indians in 1'ennsyl- 
ania, and has given his name lo the 
own of that name. 
Dr. Brumbaugh then drew a map of 
le Slate showing bow tbe Quakers, 
.rermans and Scotch-Irish settlements 
>ere made. How the capital ot the 
luaker settlement, Philadelphia, was 
oon surrounded by a German settle- 
ment with Germantown as its capital. 
The Germans established the first tex- 
le industry in America, and the great 
actonea atManayuuk bear witness to this 
act until this day. It was the Germans 
who brought to thiscouutiy the use of 
erbs, and today Philadelphia ia tbe seat 
f the greatest medical institutions in 
America. The Germans are born farm- 
rs, and so tbe history of the Pennsylva- 
ia Germans is the history of the liinu- 
tone belt of Pennsylvania. 
"Tbe 
Scotch-Irish came and over- 


owed into the third belt of territory. 
'o this race of people belongs the credit 
f having established the fust, schools 
nd colleges in Pennsylvania. 
"Few of you probably know and teach 


n your schools that the first troops to go 
o the aid of Washington was a battalion 
f Scotch-Irish and Germans from Vork 
nd Adams counties under Captain 
ililler. And another fact tbat should 
ot be forgotten in the teaching of J'enn- 
ylvania history is that it waa at Phila- 
elphia that the first "tea party" waa 
eld and not at Boston. You know no 
etter because history has been written 
y Massachusetts. The poet has told of 
ae "fearless ride of Paul Hevere," but 
tie real ride of that patriot was when be 
arried the news, from New Yoik to 
Soston, of Philadelphia's tea party. A 
British ship with a cargo of tea came 
nto the port of Philadelphia. There 
were no patriots with painted faces and 
isguises, but the captain of the ship in 
road daylight was ordered to sail away 
nimedlately with his cargo or he would 
e nailed to the masthead of tbe ship, 
sn't it time that we teach some of these 
hings to our cbiidieo that they may 
earn to love this grand old common- 
wealtb and so serve theii country better. 


An excellent solo, "Ttie English Sail- 
rs' Song," by Professor Kum, followed 
tiis talk. 
Dr. Heidruck, Professor of English m 
Ue Milleraville State Normal School, de. 
Veredanaddreaaon a"Medern Miracle,' 
utroducmg bis talk with the remark that 
oming down the street he had met a 
>oy, carrying under his arm the greatest 
wonder of tbe modern world. "Tim he 
aid was the modern newspaper wbich 
rovide? its readers with the services of 


anaruayofnewsgatherers.it the costut 
a postage stamp. 


He then went into anuljaia of the news- 


paper, pointing out some things wbich 
t is not worth while to read, lie cjm- 
lared the accounts of murders with dime 
novels. He also said that the news- 
iaper reader should ship politics and the 
'wonderful stories" tbat have no foun- 
dation in fact. 


He quoted a remark ot Tnomas Car- 


yle to a young Englishman reading 
he London Times. Tbe great historian 
aid "Don't read the times, read the 
eternities." 


Conwcll Disappoints—Huiley Pleases. 


There was a great disappointment in 
tore for those who had looked forward 
to bearing Dr. Conwell lecture ou Wed- 
nesday evening. 
County Superinten- 


dent KDth received a telegram on the 
morning of tbe day that Dr. Conwell waa 
Buffering from an ailiictioii of the throat 
and would be unable to fill the engage- 
ment. The lecture bureau tried to get 
John B. DaMott, but he was unable to 
come because bis baggage containing 
his stereopticon aud slides had been 
sidetracked. 


Prof. Roth was fortunate however in 


having so capable au instructor as Dr. 
Hulley, of Bucknell, who lectured on 
Wednesday evening, on "Jamea Whit- 
comb Biley." 


Tbe same sparkling wit tbat charac 


terized tbe talks given by Dr. Hulley 
during the week shone through his lee 
ture and it is safe to say tbat at the ccn 
elusion ot it there were none who wen 
away disappointed. 
Dr. Hulley is a 


thorough American witb a strong admi 
ration for representative Americans. He 
maue his audience more clearly appro 
ciate the great poet of tbe common peo 
pie, "the Burns ol America," as he 
styled him. Dr. Hulley lays no claim tc 
being an elocutionist but he. ahowec 
ability in his recitations from the writ 
iugs of the "Hooeier Poet." 


The Gettysburg College Glee Clu 


sang several excellent selections. 


Thursday's Sessions. 


Bev. A. B. Steck, pastor of St. Jarne 


Lutheran church of this place, conduct 
ed the devotional exercise on Tbursda 
morning, with special reference t 
Thanksgiving Day. 


The first instructor was Dr. J. H 


Blair, of Columbia University, New 
York City, and his subject, "llace Prc 
gress." 


Although a difficult and concrete matte 


and entering upon higher scientific invest 
gatione, Dr Bair made plain many nex 
thoughts to the teachers. He explaine 
first "The law of the individual." H 
showed how the cold is born with a pract 
cally complete equipment of organs an 
nerves and contrasted it with the infat 
that gradually developed into the cnmplel 
individual. 


Then the law of variation was taken up 


showing how the children of the earn 
parents differ and how their minds, com 
plexion, hair, stature and other qualitir 
are distributed, but equalized by an exac 
rule and formula. 


Thirdly, he explained Ihe olfnct of en 


vironment, how man incorporates h" 
experiences and changes tbe phases of h 
individuality. 


Child Study and Child Training. 


By a logical sequence, said Dr. Hulley 


in this talk, child Btudy cornea befor 
child training. In tbe last twenty yea 
a great impetus has been given to th 
study of the child. Then be told of th 
investigations of Dr. Stanley Hall an 
how the experiments were hindered, b 
inaccuracies of observation. During bisex 
periment ehu found tbat children had bee 
asking qneBtions snob as these, "Is there 


Mrs. God ?; "Why don't God kill the 
evil:'" These questions showed the iu- 
uiring natuieof the child mind as well aa 
e limitation of the child when we come 
build up a structural education. 
He emphasized the importance of cul- 
vatiug a play of the imagination in tbe 
iil'1 mind and of respecting tbe element 
' fear. Care should be taken also how 
le feelings of tbe child are treated. 
What real sorrows tbe children suffer 
ud how little some of us grownups real- 
e the tragedies of childhood. Some of 
be seemingly trilling things in the 
ilid's life are just ae real as is the loss 
f money aud of friends to the adult. 
"We speak of breaking tbe child's 
ill. Why an animal trainer would not 
hink of breaking a horse's spirit. How 
'ten does the teacher tail in solving the 
roblems of tbe school room by not Ilglit- 
g tbe battles of Ihe school room out 
efore scboo! hours. I believe tbe day 
coming wheu there will not be any 
hipping in tbe school room and I would 
onsider myself a pretty big fool if 1 
ouldn't circumvent my own young- 
iers." 


Problems In Percentage. 


Barely has there been such clear in- 
duction before our teachers aa that 
:ven by Professor L. M. Sniff, of An- 
ola, Ind., during 'the last period on 
hursday morning. 
Prof. Sniff went 


own into the audience and taught the 
eacbers, a seemingly complex problem, 


if Xavier Hall had been a class room, 


le gave them some things to think 
bout too. It probably gave the teach- 
i'S a clearer idea of the principles iu- 
olved in studying and teaching per- 
entage than they ever bad before. 
On Thursday afternoon, Prof. Sniff 
outinued tbe inatruction on percentage, 
le went into detail about the prejudices 
xisting in the minds of pupils and 
eachers when they take up the study of 
ritbmetic. He discouraged working 
or the answer and said that that was 
ne of the prejudices to be overcome. 


Distribution of the Human Race. 


Dr. Bair explained further the meth- 
ds or the 
process of adjustment 


f the human race to new environments 
nd tluriug the struggle for existence. 
e illustrated the meaning of the phrase, 
he struggle for existence and 
for 


uccess by saying that in a litter of 
gs it is the 
pig that is strong 


nough to 
push the 
others 
aside 


nd lo get to the trough that survives, 
nd that it is tbe weaklings that die. 
An iulertsting fact brought out was 
be tendency in the older civilized coun- 
•Jes to deterioration in the country and 
mprovement of the individual in the 
ities. Even m the United States, Prof. 
>i>ir said, the best of the young men in 
IB country are finding their way to the 
ity. In the United States the best of 
ur young men and men of achievement 
avo come from tbe country, and the 
ime may come when the country will be 
epleted, and the inhabitants of tbe 
ountry districts turned into a race oi' 
easanls. This time, happily, is regarded 
s being far off. 


"The Poetry ol Uolicrt Burns.'' 


Di'. Hulley said when he began his 
•ilk on Itobert Burns, that he was 
reatly pleased witb hia audience that it 
was the biggest crowd be had ever seen 


t a teacher's institute. The room was 
rowded, standing room being at a pre 
roium, considering which the order was 
emarkably good. The stormy life from 
irth to death of this much lovoJ Scotch 
uthor was never better told. 


Friday's Sessions, 


Rev. H. D. Clare, cf Abbottstown, a 
tudent in tha Lutheran Theological 
sminary of this place conducted the de- 
otional everciaes on Friday morning. 
"The Common Branches," were dis- 
ussed by Dr. Hulley. He emphasised 
he fact that it is the practical business 
man who devises new methods in arith- 
metic and not tbe man from the class 
oom. The great trouble witb many 
men who come to college is tbat they 
are not grounded 
in 
the common 


jraaches. Teachers should drill more 
n the fundamental principles of the 
Ladies during the school course. It is 
eaults that we want, coupled with speed 
and accuracy and tbe most important ol 
til is accuracy. 


Dr. Hulley then told a story about a 


teacher wbo got her children interested 
n addition by using tbe hours on the 
'ace of the clock. As she pointed to the 
hours the pupils were expected to add 
the figures around the face. When a 
pupil made a mistake another tried it 
until there was rivalry to see which one 
could go round the face of the clock of 
tenest. This rivalry meant an increase 
if speed and accuracy in addition for 
tbe pupils. 


The main thing in the school room is 


to get the boys and girls interested. 


More About Percentage. 


That teachers should work from foun 


dation principles ratber than from ab 
stract rules was the gist of Prof. Sniff' 
remarks during the Friday morning ses 
sion and he illustrated tbat statemen 
very plainly In a number of problems in 
which he showed the principles of the 
subject of profit and loss, commission 
and percentage. 
He again impressed 


the teacbers with tbe fact tbat tbe im 
portant thing is not to get the correc 
answer recorded 
in 
the book bu 


to solve the problem by correct princi 
plea. 


Professor Bair then took up the sub 


ject of habits. He showed how the ef 
forts of the graduate schools in th 
higher universities has been to wrestl 
fiom nature her secrets. How the force 
ot nature have been harnessed for tb 
use of man. Then he drew the curve o 
progress from the beginning of the hu 
man race to its ultimate final destiny 
History is the record of man's past an 
gives ua an intelligent Insight into th 
progress of tbe world. "There is n 
past," said Prof. Bair, "everything is i 
tbe process ol becoming." 
Then h 


showed tbe mental process of formin 
habit", how impulses are received. II 
showed the things that helped to form 
the habit i.i the child and how after lif 
depends largely upon habits.

It waa with geiume regret that the 


eacbers heard the last address from Dr. 
lulley. He spoke on "The People's 
College," meaning of course, the public 
choola. He emphasized tbe importance 
f cultivating tbe sunny aide of school 
ife. In this wintry world, children 
ike the two newsboys in the story told 
iy Dr. Hulley seek the eunny side. 
Dr. Uulley said that every teacher 


hould daily make preparation for the 
rying houra ia the school so tbat he 
may be able to solve its many knotty 
iroblems. Dr. Arnold, of Kugby, pur- 
ued this course aui gave as a reason 
or it: "I have resolved that iny pupils 
ball drink from the running stream and 
not from the stagnant pool." 


Sympathy in the school room ia a 
lecesaary factor. It was a poor ragged 
irchm that came to Sir Humphrey 
>avy, after one of his scientific lectures 
and aaked to be allowed to sweep out 
he distinguished man's laboratory. That 
ragged boy turned out to be Michael 
Tarraday, an even greater scieutiat. 


Dr. Hulley then plead with the teach- 


ers that they would remembsr what 
hey had heard at the Institute aud that 
they would put it into practice. Even 
.hough you may hold a teachers' certifi- 
cate there is many a problem in your 
schools tbat you have not mastered. 
Slake your educational habits accurate 
and don't call your mistakes, mistakes 
of the head and not of the heart. In 
closing Dr. Uulley complimented Prof, 
loth on tbe excellence of the institute 
and thanked tbe teachers for the kind- 
nesa with which they hail received him. 


Profeasor Sniff solved several problems 


on the blackboard and in this way crys- 
tahzed some of his remarks on the sub- 
ect of percentage. 
He said that there 


can be no dispute in tbe school room or 
elsewhere if in solving the difficult prob- 
lems you are sure to be well grounded 
ou'the fundamental principles of all tbe 
branches of percentage.

The State Conven 
tion <.f School Directors meets in Feb 
ruary and the selection of delegates from 
Ilia connty in Jauuary would bring the 
two in close touch. 


The meeting held last week was such 


iu numbers that the adoption of any 
other plan would certainly seem to 
promise better results in this particular. 
As statea last week but fifteen of the 
thirty-four school districts were repre- 
senled. If tbe truth tnuHt be told we 
failed to count quite at many directors 
present as there are districts in the 
county. 
With six directors to every dis 


trict wouid give a convention of over 
two hundred which would make a good 
representative body of the county, tbe 
resulls from which ought to be far 
reaching. 


The address of Dr. Brumbaugh to the 


directors was an admirable one and 
should have been heard by every school 
director in tbe county. They represent 
the people and are supposed to ruled 
tbe interests of the people along educa- 
tional lines. Schools can not advance in 
the material advantages of better school 
houses and appliances but also in the 
spiritual benefits of better teaching un- 
less the directors understand and appre- 
ciate those needs. 
In other words a 


school district can advance no further 
than the limitations of its directors. A 
convention of those who select 
tbe 


teachers ought to be as productive of as 
much good as a convention o[ teachers. 
There would be very many questions for 
their consideration from time to time 
which would help them greatly in the 
discharge of their duties. 


The law makes no provision for com- 


peusatiDg the School Director for his 
expenses in attending any such conven- 
tion anil this fact may have its effect to 
prevent any such convention being what 
it should. I' will be a step backward 
if ever a School Director is paid a salary, 
Men will want the offije and not the 
ctlice the man as it present. 
Yet we be- 


lieve it would be a step forward if the 
next Legislature would provide for the 
payment of expenses of School Directors 
attending meetings and conventions out- 
side of their respective school districts. 
Such was the concensus of opinion at t*e 
last Stats Convention of School Direc- 
tors. 
We commend to the recently 


elected State Senator and Representa- 
tives the consideration of such an act. 
If School Directors' expenses at conven- 
tions were paid we believe Ihe public 
would get back Ihe outlay many times 
over in increased educational advan- 
tages. 


By all means let there be a School 


Directors' Convention in January. Let 
It be whether expenses are paid or not. 
A few other counties have them. There 
ia no reason why Adams county should 
not be abreast with ths best things of the 
times. 


sylvania. We are looked upon as a peo-

tales aggregating about Hires hundred 
housand, it will be cheering news to 
many of our citizens that within eighteen 
miles >of Gettysburg the State is estab- 
lishing a free sanitarium. Of the move- 
ment the editor of the COMPILER asks 
me to give a succinct account for its 
readers and I gladly comply. 


The proposed camp will be located on 


Mt. Alto at a point three miles above 
the park and two miles below the Cold 
Springs Mission. Here stands a «hi:e 
pine forest covering about forty acres. 
The trees are thirty-five years old aud 
average about fourteen inches across the 
stump. The dead limbs t.re being re- 
moved to a height of twenty feet aud 
the trees thinned out to an average of 
one for every seven square teet. To tte 
south and east of the forest lies an old 
Held of thirty acres with heie aud there 
a graceful piue lo break the monotony 
of its surface. 
Within eaay reach are 


tine mouutniu springs bubbling up as 
clear as crystal and as cold as ice. The 
ground is covered thickly with pine 
needles and there is a total absence of 
underbrush and scrub. 


Here at an elevation of nearly two 


thousand feet, the State, through its 
Forestry Commission, intends to build, 
just at the forest's edge, a line of cabins, 
about thirty in all. They will be fur- 
nished with two stationary bunks aud a 
table and will be entirely comfortable 
for sleeping purposes, but not large 
enough to entice their occupants within 
during the day. A large boiler and 
steamer will be put up foe laundry pur- 
poses and water will be piped from the 
Sand Spring an eighth of a mile distant. 
Out in the field will be erected an as- 
sembly room, circular iu form, walled 
with brick to a height of four or five feet 
and having a sheet-iron roof in the shape 
of a funnel. In the centre will be a fire- 
place and around it will be placed log 
seats. Here the patients can assemble 
in the evening and about s, log flre tell 
yarns or amuse themselves in any way 
they please. 


For this purpose the commission will 


ask of the next Legislature an appropri- 
ation of three or four thousand dollars. 
P. will undoubtedly be granted and then 
any citizen of the State, high or low, 
rich or poor, who Bnda himself threatened 
with that deadliest of diseases which 
only open-air treatment can conquer, 
may write to the State Forestry Com- 
mission at Harrisbuig, get a permit, and 
occupy a cabin as long as he needs it at 
no cost except his actual living. Rigid 
rules, however, will be enforced by an 
officer on the ground to keep the place 
from being infected. 


Back of this great enterprise as of 


every other stands a great personality. 
He Is Dr. Joseph T. Rothrock, the State 
Forestry Commissioner. With a heart 
big enough to feel the horror which every 
victim of consumption feels, he deter- 
mined ten years ago to have such a re- 
treat established. Resigning a delight- 
ful professorship in the Medical School 
of the University of Pennsylvania by 
his untiring energy and whole-hearted 
devotion he has succeeded at last in get- 
ting this boon for the suffering tens of 
thousands in our State. It is the writer's 
prayer that every one who reads this in- 
adequate presentation will speak of the 
movement to others and give it his 
heartiest endorsement.

GETTYSBURG MARKETS. 


The prospect of a rise in the price of 


eggs has diminished since last week and 
the market ia eteady. Receipts of egga by 
the etore keepers and commission men has 
been unusually heavy, the Hanover Pro- 
duce Company alone having shipped 2200 
dozen on Saturday and Monday. Shippers 
are doubtful aa to what effect Sunday's 
snow will have on the egg production but 
no shortage is anticipated. There ia no 
demand for turkeys, as what were left 
over fro in Thanksgiving have been held 
for Christmas. 
A car load of coal does 


not last long in Gettysburg theae days, 
and the supply of anthracite can hardly be 
said to be equal to the demand. Dealers 
will sell no more than half a ton to one 
person. Collin Spangler and J. George 
Wolfe Sons each received two car loads ol 
nut coal this week. Gettysburg in this re- 
spect has been faring much better than 
Hanover, where only half as much coal 
has been received as at Gettysburg. Tbe 
Herald aays of the situation : "This en- 
tire section seema to be abandoned by the 
anthracite companies to bituminous coal 
and wood. This being near the soft coal 
region, the anthracite coal shipments are 
being made eastward and to the cities." 


Poultry Shipments.—The Hanover 


Record says that last week 116,000 pounds 
of turkey alone waa shipped from Hano- 
ver lo the city markets for the Thanks- 
giving trade. 
Chickens, ducks, geese, 


guinea fowls and pigeons, of which there 
were many hundred pound, are not in- 
cluded in the above quantity. 
Of this 


great amount of turkeys shipped, tbe 
Hanover Produce Co. sent 81,647 pounds, 
and the High St. Produce Co,, I. Brendie, 
manager, 32,802 pounds. Tbe local deal- 
ers paid lOc. per pound, live weight, for 
turkeys.

$500 Damage. 


SPREADING RAILS CAUSE UGLY WRECK AT 


TOM'S CREEK TRESTLE. 


A few minutes belore eight o'clock Mon- 


day evening, little Elate Yeagy, daughter, 
ot Harry Yeagy, discovered fire in the 
stable at the rear ol the house occupied by 
her father on Washington street. She 
gave tbe alarm but before assistance ar 
rived the barn wae ablaze and had Bet fire 
to the stable across tbe alley. On tbe 
prompt arrival ol the firemen work waa 
at once directed to the saving of the 
buildings. 
They saved the Knmenrat 


atable from complete destruction aud the 
house owned by Adam Enter, and occu 
pied by Ella Herrigan, adjoining tbe 
etablea. 


The stable in which tbe fire started was 


owned by tbe estate of Edward Menchey, 
John A., and Edw. F. Menchey, execu- 
tors, and was a total loaa. It was valued 
at $100, including hay and straw, with in- 
surance of $200, divided between the 
Adams County Mutual and the Farmers 
Fire Insurance Company ol York. The 
barn contained bay and straw and a 
new mower belonging to John A. Men- 
chey ; a horae rake belonging to E. F. 
Meuohey and plastering tools and a large 
hog belonging to Harry Yeagey. 
Mr. 


Yeagy tried to gel the hog out when tbe 
fire was discovered but could not on ac- 
count of the headway it had gained. 


The second stable was badly damaged, 


the roof being burned oil'. It was inenied 
for $75, and the owner Lewie Kumerant, 
placea the loss at about that amount.

Tom's creek trestle on the Western Mary, 
land Railroad caused the thirteenth oar 
on train No. 74, eaetbound, to jump the 
track, slide down the mountainside, car 
rying BrakemanS.L. Shindledecker. Just 
before the oar turned over roof downward 
in Tom's Creek, Brakeman Shindeldecker 
jumped. Although badly shaken up he 
ia expected to recover. Tbe accident hap- 
pened Monday at noon. 


There were nineteen cars and a caboose 


on tbe train drawn by engine Number 55, 
with this crew:

Weaver, and Brakemen S. H. Shindle- 
decker and Tel. Lapharn. The train was 
bound from Highfield to Hanover. At a 
moderate rate ol speed it slipped down 
the steep grade leading to tbe trestle at 
Tom's Creek. Tbe engine and twelve cars 
passed ontj tbe trestle. Just then the 
rails spread and the thirteenth, fourteenth, 
fifteenth and sixteenth cars left the track. 
The car with the nnlncky number was the 
only one to crash down through tbe Brash 
into the valley. It was loaded with bran. 
The remainder -hung to tne timbers, 
partly on the trestle and partly on tbe 
bank. Aa soon as tbe newe of tbe wreck 
reached Hanover a wrecking train was 01- 
dered out with Dr. J. H. Bittinger, the 
Company's surgeon on board. When tbe 
train reached Gettyaburg at 3.15 Dr. 
Henry Stewart, of this place, waa also 
iaken along. 
Tne brakeman'a injuries 


were at first thought to be eerioua and he 
was immediately removed to hia home at 
•lighfield. 
Yesterday morning he wae 


resting easily, with little pain, and it is 
ihougbt if no internal complications de- 
velop he will come around all right. He 
was the only man injured as tbe remain- 
der ol the crew were in the engine or ou 
the cars that remained on tbe tracks The 
three rear cars and tbe caboose remained 
on the track. 


It is thought that the trestle was badly 


strained by the wreck and it may be some 
days before trains can be aafely taken 
across it. 
Tbe cars that left the tracks 


tore the timbers and shook the trestle, ne- 
cessitating repairs. 


Yesterday trains were only run as far as 


tbe wreck where baggage and passengers 
were transported across the valley to 
anotter train making connections at 
HighGeld. 


The wreck occurred at probably tbe 


most picturesque portion of the Weatern 
Maryland Railroad and Brakeman Shin 
dledecker's ride down the mountain eide 
on a box car waa probably one of the moat 
Drilling accidents that have happened 
since the road waa built.

Adams County Hunters Were Unusually Suc- 


cessful—Small Game Plenty. 


An estimate of the number of deer 


killed by Adams county hunters during 
the season which ended last Saturday 
places tbe number at thirty-seven. Deer 
were no more numerous than other years 
but tbe number of hunters has increased. 
Besides the old hunting clubs several new 
camps were organized this year. 


Tbe Caabtown Club, which was in camp 


near Newman's along tbe Chambersburg 
'pike, killed three deer, tbe latter part of 
ast week. The first was killed by shots 
fired by Samuel Smith and W. H. Tiplon; 
the second by W. H. Tipton, David J. 
Foruey and C. A. Bream, and tbe third 
by S. A. Kane and S. F. Shultz. In each 
case it was difficult to tell whose shot 
kiiied tbe deer and tbe club decided to 
divide the honors in this way. 


During the entire time they were en- 


camped, the Arendtsville Club killed eight 
deer, tbe killing of seven of which was 
mentioned in this paper last week. An' 
other was killed tbe latter part of the 
week. 


Hunters report small game of all kinds 


as very plenty and in fine condition. 
Those who were not successful in killing 
deer came home with bags full of small 
game. 


New Chester, Itlaville and Zicgler Camps. 
The New Cheater, Idaville and Ziegler 


camps are situated along the Fine Grove 
B. K., near the John A. Gardner farm. 
New Chester succeeded in gettiug a doe 
shot by Frank March; and Idaville, a doe 
shot by GarBeld Miller.

Tbe animal bad 
been shot through the stomach by some 
bunter and ran to that spot and died. Mr. 
Gardner will have the head mounted.—
